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Prison opens gourmet restaurant for the public 


It promises to be the most exclu¬ 
sive dining experience in 
Britain - a gourmet restaurant 
is being built at High Down 
prison. 

Captive audiences will soon under¬ 
go background checks and body 
searches before being served haute 
cuisine at the £300,000 venue, named 
the Clink. 

A maitre d’, possibly a convicted 
burglar or drug dealer, will escort 80 
paying customers past barred doors 
and a baby grand piano to eight 
glass-topped tables. 

Instead of doing porridge, or serv¬ 
ing thyme, trained inmates plan to 
prepare roasted turbot panella or 
pan-fried guinea fowl breast. 

While other upmarket eateries

fight to retain their best staff, the 
first British restaurant behind bars 
must constantly keep guard against 
fleeing workers. 

Interior design work is continuing 
but A1 Crisci, catering manager at 
the category-B jail, said the diner 
may rehabilitate inmates and give 
visitors a real taste of prison. 

Mr Crisci, a former chef at 
Mirabelle in Mayfair, said: “The 
Clink will change the public’s per¬ 
ception of prisoners. 

“I want the Clink to be the sound of 
chains being broken for men who 


want, and deserve, a second chance 
at life.” 

Peter Dawson, governor of High 
Down in Banstead, added: “I know 
that an army marches on its stom¬ 
ach, so giving them the chance to eat 
and socialise in the best staff restau¬ 
rant in the prison service will make 
a great difference to the 500-plus peo¬ 
ple who carry out the unsung public 
duty of running High Down. 

“Every time a chef or waiter at the 
Clink serves a meal, they will play 
their part in dispelling the prejudice 
and ignorance that gets in the way of 
successful resettlement.” 

The non-profit restaurant, which 
can assemble 1,000 meals a days, 
forms part of a multimillion pound 
expansion of prison facilities. 


Inmates need security clearance 
and a clean bill of health to work to¬ 
wards NVQ qualifications in the 
kitchens. Their use of carving 
knives is also monitored closely. 

Initial guests lining up to be locked 
inside the Clink include families of 
prisoners, potential employers and 
policy-makers. 

If the gluttons for punishment 
find London restaurant prices crimi¬ 
nal, they may be surprised that four- 
course prison meals could cost as 
little as £15-a-head. And, if unim¬ 
pressed, they may be reluctant to 
criticise the staff.

Almost 30 cyclists sped along 
the pavement through 
Ashtead village on Friday al¬ 
most knocking a blind man 
over and putting other pedes¬ 
trians at risk. 

It was the latest example of 
the growing habit of adults 
riding at speed on the pave¬ 
ments by the shops to avoid 
traffic on the busy A24. 

The man who was almost 
knocked over was Robert Kay 
61, whose wife Barbara runs 
Bumbles, the gift and jew¬ 
ellery shop in The Street.

Mrs Kay said: “Does some¬ 
one have to be killed before 
anything is done? 

“It was horrifying. He was 
left standing there with his 
arms outstretched and the cy¬ 
clist almost ended up at his 
feet. 

“We need something to stop 
them cycling on the pavement 
- it is absolutely frightening. 

“This last incident was an 
organised cycling event and 


eventually someone stopped 
and apologised to my hus¬ 
band. 

“We are permanently hav¬ 
ing problems with people 
tearing up and down on their 
bicycles. It has got to stop.” 

Ashtead neighbourhood spe¬ 
cialist officer (NSO) PC Jason 
Woods agreed. 

"Cycling on the pavement 
can be frightening and poten¬ 
tially dangerous, particularly 
to the elderly or disabled, or 
mothers with children who 
are trying to negotiate the 


pavement at the same time. 

“It is certainly not accept¬ 
able to ride on the path direct¬ 
ly outside shops where people 
would be coming out of stores 
and on to the footpath. I would 
like to warn potential offend¬ 
ers that those caught cycling 
in such a dangerous manner 
do run the risk of being 
stopped by police and receiv¬ 
ing a fine."

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Care helper loses 
job over assault 


A care assistant hit a work col¬ 
league during an argument 
over a patient, a court heard. 

Florence Dombo, 56, of Har¬ 
vester Road, Epsom, pleaded 
guilty to physically assaulting 
her colleague Paula Douglas, 
49, of Epsom, while they both 
worked at Epsom Hospital. 

The court heard how both 
women got into an argument 
over a patient who was miss¬ 
ing at about 8am on October 28. 

Forty-five minutes later, Mrs 
Douglas and Dombo resumed 
the argument, which caused 
Dombo to point a finger at Mrs 
Douglas’ face. 

The defendant then attacked 
Mrs Douglas by hitting her 
forehead and lip with a 
single movement of her hand,

leaving scratch marks. 

Fahnina Islam, prosecuting, 
said: “The victim suffered an¬ 
other blow to the left side of 
her face and another person 
who was on the premises had 
to get involved to stop it. 

“Mrs Douglas continued to 
do her shift because Miss 
Dombo was sent home after 
the incident and she decided 
not to leave so her colleagues 
would not be short of help.” 

She went to accident and 
emergency after work to check 
her injuries and was given 
painkillers for a headache. 

Felicity Williams, defending, 


said Miss Dombo had worked 
for the same place for 11 years 
and has now lost her job as a 
result of this case. 

Dombo was sentenced to a 12- 
month community order, 
meaning she will have to do 80 
hours of unpaid community 
work. She also had to pay a 
compensation of £200 to Mrs 
Douglas and £300 of court 
costs. 

Mrs Douglas said after the 
sentencing: “I’ll be very confi¬ 
dent to go back to work. I’ll be 
pleased because she’s not 
going to be there anymore.”

Fourth accident in same black spot on A24 Correction 


A man is in a serious but sta¬ 
ble condition after a hit-and- 
run incident in North Cheam 
last Thursday night. 

The motorcyclist was hit by 
a blue Vauxhall Astra as he 
was pulling out of Oaks Park 
on a notorious stretch of the 
A24. 

A witness said the motorcy¬ 
clist, believed to be in his 30s, 
was with a group of four 
other motorcyclists at the 
time. 

Police have confirmed that 
it was a hit-and-run but have 


made no arrests. 

The incident occurred at 
about 5.20pm on October 9. 

The incident happened 
within 100 yards of where 
21-year-old William Bucking¬ 
ham was killed after a car 
mounted the pavement on 
the September 27. 

The man was taken to the 
Royal London Hospital by air 
ambulance. The ambulance 
service have confirmed that 
the man was suffering with 
back pains. 

Police say his condition is 


not life-threatening. 

Ron Smith, who spoke to 
one of the group, said the 
young man was conscious 
but had been thrown 20 feet 
by the impact. 

He said: “I saw the lady who 
was in the car behind, she 
was very shaken up. It was 
her who rang the ambulance. 
The man was not wearing 
any leathers, I think he had 
come from Merton College.” 

Police cordoned off a 100m 
stretch of road between 
Tudor Avenue and Oaks Park. 


Mr Smith added: “The heli¬ 
copter has been here about 
four times in the past couple 
of weeks. It’s shocking, 
something needs to be done 
about this stretch of road — 
it’s a death trap. Its a 30mph 
zone but cars come flying 
along here at about 70mph. 
We need a zebra crossing or 
some speed cameras at the 
very least.”

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Decaying chapel is 
still sitting empty 


Horton Chapel is decaying 
with its future still undecided 
after years of debate on its 
possible use. 

The chapel, which was a 
vital part of Horton Hospital, 
has been empty for years. A 
tendering process for the 
chapel was withdrawn after 
complaints to the district au¬ 
ditor that the process was 
flawed. 

Now Councillor Elaine Brit¬ 
ten is demanding an explana¬ 
tion why Horton Chapel is 
still awaiting restoration in 
spite of Epsom and Ewell 
Council taking ownership 
many years ago. She said: 
“It’s exactly two years ago 
that the council issued a press 


release saying that the tender 
process was going to be re¬ 
opened. Although we have 
had the promised public con¬ 
sultation, what real progress 
has been made? None.” 

She is also calling for action 
on the Horton water tower. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The district valuer has now 
agreed to oversee the re-ten¬ 
dering and the next step is the 
appointment of a project 
manager who will agree a 
timetable and run the process. 
The council is aware that resi¬ 
dents may feel the process has 
taken longer than expected, 
but it is moving forward.”

Mental health beds could be lost 


All in-patient psychiatric beds 
are to be withdrawn from the 
Epsom area when £85m is in¬ 
vested in new facilities in Red- 
hill, Guildford and Chertsey. 

It will leave the most heavily 
populated part of the county 
without any form of hospital 
care for patients suffering from 
mental illness if the proposal 
goes ahead. 

The project will be funded by 
the sale of NHS assets owned 
by the Surrey and Borders Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation. 

It has not yet specified which 
sites will be sold but it could in¬ 
clude a parcel of land it still

owns at West Park, Epsom. 

One of the possible sites for 
the new-look psychiatric unit is 
part of the former Royal Na¬ 
tional Institute for the Blind 
College in Philanthropic Road, 
Redhill. 

If the site is chosen, Surrey 
Borders will not have to obtain 
change of use permission al¬ 
though it will have to get plan¬ 
ning consent for new buildings. 

The plans include building an 
intensive care ward, acute 
wards, facilities for people with 


learning disabilities and facili¬ 
ties for older people with men¬ 
tal problems including 
dementia. Community teams 
will also be based at the centres. 

Patients will be accommodat¬ 
ed in single rooms with en-suite 
bathrooms and with access to 
private gardens. 

Jo Young, operations director 
at Surrey and Borders Trust, 
said: “What we hope to achieve 
is a huge improvement on what 
we can currently provide. “ 

A spokesman for RNIB said: 
“RNIB has been approached by 
several organisations interest¬ 
ed in purchasing a disused part 


of the site at Redhill. RNIB is 
considering each proposal on 
an individual basis as part of 
its long term strategic plans for 
the site, but discussions are at 
an early stage and no decisions 
have been made at this time.” 

The prospect caused serious 
concerns at a meeting held last 
week at Bourne Hall by Surrey 
and Borders Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

A patient told the meeting: “If 
I have to go to hospital I want to 
be close to friends and my fami¬ 
ly I don’t want to be sent miles 
away.” 

A carer called on the trust to 


retain its portion of West Park 
and buy back another section of 
the site to build one of the new 
centres in Epsom. Another 
carer told the meeting that he 
was horrified that the Epsom 
area was to be left without any 
in-patient care. 

Councillor Christine Long, 
chairman of Epsom’s social 
commitee, expressed her con¬ 
cern at the lack of publicity for 
a major change in health care. 

The period of public consulta¬ 
tion closes at the end of Novem¬ 
ber.

Rainbow Trust is a 
national charity that pro¬ 
vides practical and emo¬ 
tional support to families 
who have a child with a 
life threatening or termi¬ 
nal illness. 

WHITE RABBIT ALERT: Surrey 
County Council’s trading 
standards department has 
issued an alert about 
White Rabbit Creamy Can¬ 
dies from China, which are 
on sale in the UK and have 
been found to contain 
melamine. 

Tests were carried out 
following concerns about 
milk and milk products 
contaminated with 
melamine, an industrial 
chemical which has made 
more than 50,000 children 
in China ill. This follows 
an alert last week about 
the removal of Koala bis¬ 
cuits from shelves for the 
same reason.

Council cash now 
frozen in Iceland 


Council services could be 
slashed, jobs lost and taxes 
soar in the future if Reigate 
and Banstead Council loses its 
£15.5m and Surrey County 
Council its £20m invested in 
Icelandic banks. 

They are among the many 
local authorities who are pray¬ 
ing that the Government will 
step in and guarantee that 
their investments will be 
saved. 

Councillor Mike Buttery, 
Reigate and Banstead’s execu¬ 
tive member for finance and 
economic development, said: 
“We have invested a total of 
£15.5 million in two Icelandic 
banks - Glitnir and Landsban- 
ki. 

“Although we have had no of¬ 
ficial confirmation that our in¬ 
vestments are lost, we support 
the Local Government Associ¬ 
ation in their efforts to get the 
Government to support the 
public sector in the same way 
it has supported the banking 
system.

“We are in unprecedented 
economic times.” 

He warned that although the 
council had a substantial 
amount invested, it would not 
affect council services immedi¬ 
ately, but unless the Govern¬ 
ment stepped in to help, the 
long-term prospects, including 
cuts in services, job losses and 
increased council tax, were se¬ 
rious. 

Surrey County Council has 
£20m deposited in Glitnir and 
Landsbanki (£10m in each), 
both of which went into re¬ 
ceivership in the last fortnight. 
It too, has said that in the short 
term its services would not be 
affected. 

Michael Gosling, Surrey 
County Council's executive 
member for resources, said: 
“At the time of investment [the 
banks] had long-term credit 
ratings of high, excellent or ex¬ 
ceptional and met strict lend¬ 


ing criteria. 

“We attempted to remove our 
investment prior to the cur¬ 
rent situation. However, as we 
were tied into a deposit period 
of up to two years, we were un¬ 
able to do so.” 

The Icelandic government 
has refused to guarantee de¬ 
posits from UK customers, in¬ 
cluding councils. 

Reigate and Banstead has 
more than £60m in reserves, 
mainly from the sale of coun¬ 
cil houses to the Raven Hous¬ 
ing Trust and Surrey also has 
reserves to meet its immediate 
needs, but if the councils lose 
their investments then the fi¬ 
nancial consequences will be 
dire. 

Neither Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council or Mole Val¬ 
ley District Council has money 
invested in the Icelandic 
banks.

No to new 
flats build 


More than 150 people 
jammed the public gallery 
of Epsom Town Hall last 
Thursday to hear council¬ 
lors kick out plans by 
Fairview New Homes to 
build flats on former school 
land. 

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously to turn down a 
scheme to build 49 homes in 
two three-storey blocks of 
flats in Cuddington Avenue, 
Stoneleigh. 

The site was owned by 
Surrey County Council and 
was formerly occupied by 
temporary classrooms. The 
county council sold the land 
off for development for 
£2.785m. 

Cuddington Avenue Advi¬ 
sory Group, which was set 
up jointly by Stoneleigh and 
Auriol Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion (SARA) and Cudding¬ 
ton Residents' Association 
to represent residents op¬ 
posed to the developer’s 
scheme, submitted a 17- 
page objection report com¬ 
missioned from an expert 
planning consultant, urging 
refusal of the application. 
More than 560 people also 
wrote letters of objection. 

After the meeting Bill 
Slaughter, chairman of 
Stoneleigh and Auriol Resi¬ 
dents’ Association and 
chairman of the Cudding¬ 
ton Avenue Advisory Group, 
said: “The advisory group 
has been working with a di¬ 
rector of Fairview New 
Homes to produce a family 
housing-led scheme which 
would not be over-dense in 
scale or out of character 
with the local area. 

“Those talks will continue 
because residents are not 
opposed to any development 
at all on this site - just to 
this rejected application.” 
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Graffiti gang jailed for rail spree 


Graffiti criminals were jailed 
today after a two-year cam¬ 
paign of vandalism on trains 
and stations around south 
London, including one attack 
in Epsom. 

A £60,000 conspiracy to com¬ 
mit criminal damage led to 
jail, for a combined term of six 
years and three months, for 
Tom Collister, 22, of West 
Wickham, Darren Austin, 21, 
of Beckenham, Joshua Piehl, 
19, of Tunbridge Wells, and 
William Setzdempsey, 19, of 
Uckfield - who belonged to the 
Just Kant Stop and the Forever 
Doing Crime crew 

British Transport Police said 
the four were prolific vandals 
who caused delays and disrup¬ 
tions to train services after 
they defaced carriages during 
organised overnight tagging 
sessions - many committed 
while on bail. 

The group was broken fol¬ 
lowing a lengthy investigation 
by officers attached to the BTP 
London south graffiti unit. 

According to police, they 
were linked to the crimes 
through photographs, paint 
cans and materials seized 
from their homes, as well as 
vehicles belonging to Collister 
and Setzdempsey containing 
spray cans, masks and other

materials. 

Mobile text messages plan¬ 
ning the attacks were also re¬ 
trieved by police. 

Detective Sergeant Pete 
Thrush said: “These people 
are persistent dedicated van¬ 
dals. The court has recognised 
the seriousness of the of¬ 
fences, the risk these young 
men take with their lives and 
the cost to the train companies 
and public of south London. I 
would rather see people go to 
court than go to the morgue.” 

The group was sentenced for 
its part in the conspiracy to 
commit criminal damage. 

All four had pleaded guilty. 

Judge Stephen Robbins said, 
in sentencing, graffiti and 
criminal damage was a seri¬ 
ous offence and a custodial 
sentence would act as a deter¬ 
rent to others from engaging 
in such behaviour. 

“The fact is that this type of 
offending sickens members of 
the public who have their trav¬ 
elling lives blighted by this 
sort of criminal damage,” he 
said.

No action is to be taken against Tesco Ex¬ 
press in Ashtead by Mole Valley’s licensing 
sub committee despite a string of com¬ 
plaints by police against the store. 

Most complaints were not covered by the 
committee’s powers, which are strictly lim¬ 
ited to the sale of alcohol and other activi¬ 
ties covered by the licensing acts. 

Police applied for a review of Tesco’s li¬ 
cence at the store in Craddocks Parade on 
the grounds it had growing concerns about 
the lack of co-operation between police and 
management, that crime was not being re¬ 
ported and people detained for theft had 
been released without police being in¬ 
formed. Police complained the manage¬ 
ment took several weeks to produce CCTV 
evidence after an incident and the store’s 
security guards were ineffective. 

Councillors heard cameras had been in¬ 
stalled and police and Tesco management 
had spoken about dealing with trouble.

Union’s fight to save 
caretakers’ homes

A group of caretakers are being 
threatened with the sack unless 
they take a pay cut of about £4,000 
by giving up their homes. 

The GMB trade union, which has 
600,000 members, has lodged a for¬ 
mal grievance with Sutton Hous¬ 
ing Partnership (SHP) over the 
treatment of its 11 residential es¬ 
tate caretakers. 

The London-based union, which 
represents seven of the caretak¬ 
ers, said the “draconian” pay cut 
will see them lose their homes un¬ 
less they agree to the new deal. 

The caretakers are provided 
with accommodation on sites in¬ 
cluding Durand Close and Rosehill 
Court. 

A letter from SHP earlier in the 
month stated that staff would be 
“dismissed and re-engaged” un¬ 
less they accepted the new terms. 

Sutton Housing Partnership said 
it carried out full consultations 
with both residents and staff. 

The majority of the caretakers 
have lived in their homes and 
served the local residents for 
many years, and the GMB does not 
believe residents no longer want 
caretakers on site.

GMB will be attending a 
grievance meeting with SHP on 
Friday to discuss what it believed 
was the threatening nature of the 
letter. 

Frank Macklin, GMB organiser 
said: “We want some basic ques¬ 
tions answered like, if the caretak¬ 
ers are ‘mobile’ rather than 
residential, where will they get 
water and go to the toilet. 

“The consultation has not been 
meaningful. Of the 11 caretakers, 
seven are GMB members. I know 
for a fact that many wrote on the 


letter that they had signed it under 
duress.” 

A spokesman for SHP said: “Resi¬ 
dents requested a more consistent, 
flexible and reliable service help¬ 
ing to further create neighbour¬ 
hoods they could take pride in. 

“It is certainly not a cost-cutting 
plan and will not be depriving our 
residents in any shape or form of 
these essential services.”

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Train lover died in LA crash 


A train enthusiast was killed 
when a passenger train collid¬ 
ed with a freight train in Los 
Angeles. 

Roger Spacey was travelling 
in the first carriage of the 
Metrolink 111 train when it 
crashed head-on into a freight 
train killing 25, on September 
12 . 

Carshalton-born Mr Spacey, 
was heading to his home in 
Simi Valley, California, from 
his job at Anderson Printing 
in Los Angeles when the crash 
happened at about 4.30pm. 

A memorial service was held 
for him this week in the US 
and was attended by friends 
and family from around the 
world, including Sutton. 

His son Chris told guests: 
“He always had a thing for 
trains. He would always want

to take the trains to and from 
work, and he always wanted to 
travel in the first car. 

“What he liked about the 
first car is that when the train 
dropped him off at the Simi 
Valley station, he would be 
able to wave at the conductor. 
That was his number one 
thing to do: wave at the con¬ 
ductor.” 

Printing plant worker Roger 
Spacey, moved from Carshal- 
ton to Australia in 1970 before 
finally moving to LA in 1975 
where he married wife Eliza¬ 
beth. 

His widow, 59, sons Chris, 30, 
and Matt, 33, were joined by 
family members from Eng¬ 
land and Australia to cele¬ 



brate the life of a man whom, 
they said, always had a smile 
on his face. 

Jaqi Spacey, 43, the daughter 
of Roger Spacey's elder broth¬ 
er Michael, travelled from 
England for the funeral. She 
read a poem called "From 
Madison to Poppy," which was 
written by Danielle LaFoun- 
tain-Spacey, for her daughter 
and Roger’s granddaughter. 

John Westlake, who worked 


with Spacey at Anderson 
Printing, spoke at the memori¬ 
al about the times spent walk¬ 
ing at lunchtimes, where 
Roger would talk about trains 
the whole time. 

Since the crash, it has 
emerged that a Metrolink 
train engineer sent a mobile 
phone text message 22 seconds 
before his commuter train 
crashed head-on into the 
freight train. The crash killed 
25 people, and injured 135. 

Chris Spacey, a lifelong 
Chelsea fan, was sent a signed 
team photo by Chelsea players 
along with a letter of condo¬ 
lence from Chelsea team cap¬ 
tain John Terry.

Playground smoking ban provokes backlash 
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We need respite and 
foster carers to look 
after children with 
disabilities.

Nicotine addicts are prepar¬ 
ing to defy the first open-air 
smoking ban in London by 
refusing to stub out 
cigarettes in public play 
areas. 

Sutton councillors last 
week divided public opinion 
by forbidding smokers from 
lighting up in playgrounds 
across Beddington and 
Wallington. 

Smokers’ rights groups are 
unhappy because the ban is 
not legally enforceable and 
pre-empts any future Gov¬ 
ernment proposals. 

As prominent signs were 
readied saying “please don’t 
smoke - protect your chil¬ 
dren”, the Forest lobby 
group said smokers may 
flout the new rules. 

A spokesman said: “This is 
a completely preposterous 
bylaw. It is hysterical to 
claim that passive smoking 
outdoors can endanger 
health. 

“We would not encourage 
people to break the law, but it 
would be understandable if 
smokers in the area decided 
they were going to ignore a 
ban which is an infringement 


of their individual free¬ 
doms.” 

James Davis, 26, a regular 
smoker outside his work¬ 
place in Stonecot Hill, said: 
“I won’t deliberately descend 
on these public playgrounds, 
because this is an emotive 
issue. 

“But, if I happen to be pass¬ 
ing by, I’m not going to be 
browbeaten into putting out 
a fag until someone actually 
passes some legislation 
against it.” 

Sutton Council has pledged 
to employ safer neighbour¬ 
hood teams to ensure public 
co-operation with the volun¬ 
tary smoking ban. 

Deputy leader Councillor 
Ruth Dombey said: “The vol¬ 
untary ban and consultation 
is an excellent display of 
local democracy in action, 
with residents and ward 
councillors finding the solu¬ 
tions to local issues. 

“Our aim at Sutton Council 
is to build a sustainable com¬ 
munity in which all can take 
part and take pride. 

“Our local committees are 
central to achieving that 
aim.”

Airman’s burial relies on MoD

Historians intent on laying to rest a 
missing Second World War airman 
hope a meeting with Government fig¬ 
ures will help secure a Ministry of 
Defence-led expedition. 

Historian Joe Bamford said former 
Lord Chancellor Lord Falconer and 
Liberal Democrat spokesman for de¬ 
fence Lord Lee of Trafford would 
meet on November 20 at the House of 
Lords to discuss returning John 
Trevor Bromfield’s body 

Mr Bromfield, of Cheam, was part 
of an eight-man team on board the 
Liberator bomber KL654R that 
crashed after carrying out a peace¬ 
keeping mission in Malaysia in 1945. 

The wreckage of the plane was dis¬ 
covered last year but none of the bod¬ 
ies have ever been found. 

In early September we reported 
how amateur explorers were one step 
closer to uncovering clues about the 
crash after finding an identity 
bracelet owned by flying officer 
Bromfield and bones now undergo¬ 
ing DNA testing. 

But Mr Bamford said only an MoD- 
led expedition would have the tools 
necessary to conduct a thorough 
search and secure a conclusive re¬ 
sult. 

He said: “The Malaya historical 
group has been working hard, but it 
can only do 10 per cent of the excava¬ 
tion because they only have small 
spikes, their bare hands and their 
eyes. 

“The aim of this meeting is to raise 
the profile of our campaign and put 
further pressure on the MoD to co-op¬ 
erate with a full and final excavation 
of the crash site done. 

“So far our pleas have fallen on deaf 
ears because the Government treats 


those who served in the Far East as 
the ‘forgotton army’. 

“But these men deserve a proper 
burial and the relatives and former 
members of the 356 squadron need 
closure/’ 

Meanwhile family of Mr Bromfield 
have yet to come forward, but since 
the Sutton Guardian published the 
story, a friend of his revealed the air¬ 
man was educated at Charter House 
in Godaiming and lived in Sandy 
Lane, Cheam. 

Last week another family friend 
from Cheam, who did not want to be 
named, contacted the paper to say 
her friend Prudence Cocollis mar¬ 
ried Mr Bromfield’s brother Kenneth 
shortly before they left for Bahrain 
after the war. 


She said: “They had two daughters, 
Sheila and Pamela who would be in 
their early to mid-50s now. 

“His mother Mrs Bromfield moved 
from Sandy Lane to Upper Mulgrave 
Road in Cheam after the war. 


“I believe his father used to work 
for Shell Oil - they were a cheery 
family.”

A pensioner who has lost con¬ 
tact with her daughter is ap¬ 
pealing for her to come forward 
before she goes blind. 

Margaret Josh, 86 lost contact 
with her daughter Josephine 
Malloy, who is thought to live in 
Sutton, and has not had proper 
contact her for 20 years. 

Mrs Josh, from Old Coulsdon, 
bumped into her at the PDSA 
veterinary charity in South 
Croydon at the end of last year. 

Mrs Josh said that she and her 
daughter, who she calls Jodie, 
had grown apart when she was 
working in London. “She went 
her own way, she had her own 
life to live and we drifted apart,” 
she said. 

But the pensioner is now 
going blind and is desperate to

get in contact with her daughter 
again. 

She said: “I was at the PDSA 
and had a very sick cat with me 
and this lady came up to me and 
asked me if I knew her. I said 
that I did not but as I sat there, I 
thought that she looked an 
awful lot like my daughter 
Jodie.

that I did know her.” 

Mrs Josh said that she spoke 
to her daughter for a few min¬ 
utes but did not want to get too 
close to her as Jodie had an Al¬ 
satian with her and she was 
afraid that the dog would upset 
her cat who was very ill. 

“I worry that she may have 
been upset by that, although I 
tried to explain the situation,” 
she said. 

“Jodie told me that she had 
her own catering business and 
that she lived in Sutton. I am 86 
years old and going blind. I 
would really like to get hold of 
her, I would like to talk to her 
and see her again,” she said.

An MP has been accused of making empty 
promises over the future of the Elizabeth 
House sheltered housing scheme. 

Paul Burstow, MP for Sutton and Cheam, 
met the Elizabeth House Action Group 
last week. After the meeting on October 7, 
Mr Burstow issued a strong statement 
saying: “I have undertaken to ask the 
council to give serious consideration to 
the possibility of remodelling the existing 
flats and bungalows.” 

However, when questioned on what he 
will ask the council to consider, Mr 
Burstow backtracked saying he would 
only be requesting that decisions would 
be made more transparent in future. 

Mr Burstow then issued another state¬ 
ment to make it clear there was no hope 
for the “remodelling option”.

the amount of accommodation.” 

Last month, Cheam villagers and resi¬ 
dents of Elizabeth House formed the ac¬ 
tion group to oppose the “decanting” of 
the schemes 80 vulnerable residents. 

The scheme, based in Cheam Village, is 
set to be demolished and its elderly ten¬ 
ants will be evicted. 

Chairman of the Elizabeth House action 
group, Andy Tribble, said the meeting was 
a “free and fair exchange of views”. 

Mr Tribble, a resident of the village 
said: “We are adamant that the initial de¬ 
cision needs revisiting. The council want 
to hand it to the developers as scorched 
earth. The council say they are not mak¬ 
ing any money out of the development, 
but they are certainly saving money by 
giving it away as they don’t have to refur¬ 
bish it. The council want to give it to the 
housing developers, why can’t they give it 
to them as it is? 

“Mr Burstow has built up his reputation 
on defending the rights of older people. 
For many residents, his reputation rests 
on Elizabeth House. This should be the 
defining issue for his career but he has 
just given us empty promises.” 

Following Sutton Council’s decision in 
July to regenerate the area and provide af¬ 
fordable homes, residents have been an¬ 
gered at the lack of consultation they 
received on the original decision. 

The council plans to give the land to 
housing developers so the new properties 
can be built. 

A Sutton Council spokesman said: “Our 
proposals have been looked at by the 
health and well-being scrutiny committee 
and we are currently working on the out¬ 
line planning brief. We are still in the mid¬ 
dle of our consultation and are listening 
to residents, and others.”

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Rich memories of last 


time we held Olympics

Barry King was 12 years old 
when he watched his first Lon¬ 
don Olympics event in 1948. 

The experience stuck in his 
young mind and set the Car- 
shalton resident on a path to 
collect dozens of related mem¬ 
orabilia. 

Now with the London 2012 
Olympics looming Mr King, 72, 
has volunteered to help and 
will show off his wares from 
the games of 60 years ago at an 
exhibition. 

He said: “I went with my 
uncle and my cousin to Wind¬ 
sor Great Park to watch the 
road race and we were stood on 
the bend when there was slight 
collision between a two cy¬ 
clists and a couple of punches 
were thrown. 

“Later on we went with the 
school to the Wallington Odeon 
cinema and saw a film of the 
games and as the film went on 
there was a clip of the cycling 
event and the fracas that en¬ 
sued. 

“It was quite exciting, I 
would love to be able to see that 
film again.” 

Mr King, a retired Sutton 
Council employee, has since 
collected swimming and athlet¬ 
ic programmes of the 1948 
London Olympics. 

But the grandfather-of-one

said he always regretted cut¬ 
ting up the programme of the 
cycling event to use in his 
scrapbook. 

“But a couple of years ago I 
found another one, an exact 
duplicate. It was such a coinci¬ 
dence, now I have quite a good 
set.” 

He added: “I’m looking for¬ 
ward to the 2012 Olympic 
Games - we have some excel¬ 


lent talent here in Sutton and 
it would be great to see us win 
some medals.” 

Mr King will show his memo¬ 
rabilia at an exhibition at Sut¬ 
ton Central Library in June 
2009. 

Sutton Council is urging resi¬ 
dents to bring in old photos, 
souvenirs, wedding dresses or 
toys from 60 years ago to con¬ 
tribute to the event.

There are no dysfunctional Irish 
priests but Carshalton’s Craggy 
Island Climbing Centre may offer 
visitors a spirtual experience 
next month. 

Over the summer, workers 
converted six disused squash 
courts at Surrey Oaks Park into a 
haven for rock climbers and 
adrenaline enthusiasts. 

The new indoor climbing 
arena, which opens on Saturday, 
November 1, offers an expanse of 
caves for beginners and steep 
overhangs for devotees. 

But its main function is for 
bouldering, a growing craze in 
which thrill-seekers tackle chal¬ 
lenging crags and rock faces 
without support ropes. 

Rob Mitchell, co-director of the 
Craggy Island company, said: 
“The advantage of bouldering is 
that it is not practised at great 
height and, therefore, is immedi¬ 
ately accessible to non-climbers 
after a short induction. 

“At our other centre in Guild¬ 
ford, we have a full-height, roped 
climbing facility. 

“For adults in Sutton, we will 
mimic its ladies club and social 
groups, as well as the coaching 
and fitness training. 

“Climbing - and especially 
bouldering - offers complete 
body workouts, developing mus¬ 
cle tone and core strength in an 
unrivalled way.” 

The centre is providing special 
taster sessions to promote rock 
climbing as an alternative to the 
gym for people aged eight to 80.

A spokeswoman added: “There 
is no doubt about the benefit this 
facility will have to the local 
community. It is truly an extraor¬ 
dinary development. 

“The climbing structures are 
exciting and daunting in equal 
measure.”

A profoundly deaf Para¬ 
lympian who remarkably took 
a bronze medal in a music- 
based equestrian event has re¬ 
turned home triumphant. 

Laurentia Tan, 29, who trains 
at the Diamond Equestrian 
Centre in Carshalton, took two 
bronze medals at the Para¬ 
lympics in Beijing this summer. 

Laurentia, who competes for 
Singapore, claimed the coun¬ 
try’s first ever medal in eques¬ 
trian when she took a bronze 
medal in the individual cham¬ 
pionship test grade la. 

Test grade la is the most 
severely disabled category Lau¬ 
rentia, as well as being deaf, 
suffers from cerebral palsy and 
has difficulty in controlling her 
movements. 

Her bronze in the individual 
freestyle was even more amaz¬ 
ing as competitors rely on the 
accompaniment of music. 

Laurentia said: “When I saw 
my score for the second medal, 
I was beyond words and over 
the moon. At first, I was really 
surprised, I thought: ‘Did I real¬ 
ly do it... In freestyle to music?’ 
I had to double-blink my eyes. 
When it started to sink in, I 
wanted, or tried, to jump up 
and down. 

“Before the Paralympics, 
when I was asked what my 
goals were, I said that it was to 
get at least 70 per cent score, 
and to get a medal would be a 
wonderful bonus. I definitely 
got an experience of a life¬ 
time.” 

Laurentia has been attending 


physiotherapy sessions at the 
Diamond Centre for disabled 
riders since she was six years 
old, under the watchful eyes of 
physiotherapist Anthea Pell 
and volunteer instructor Penny 
Peagrum. 

Anthea said: “Laurentia has 
been amazing. To go off to uni¬ 
versity and then come back 
shows her determination to 
succeed. We recognised her po¬ 
tential early.” 

Instructor Penny Peagrum 
said: “We are so proud of her. It 
was amazing to be able to go to 
Hong Kong with her and watch 
her realise her dream.” 

Laurentia added: “I feel very 


privileged to have Penny as my 
coach and Anthea as my phys¬ 
iotherapist, I have learnt a lot 
from them. It is thanks to their 
patience, determination and 
humour. 

“Riding gives me freedom. I 
gives me movement and energy 
that my own legs cannot do. I 
am aiming to do well for Singa¬ 
pore, especially at the next 
World Equestrian Games in 
2010 and London’s Paralympics 
in 2012.”

Bank users have been urged to 
check if they have cash lying in 
forgotten bank accounts. 

The call is being made by Sutton 
and Cheam MP Paul Burstow, 
who said there was more than 
£20,000 lying unclaimed in 83 dor¬ 
mant accounts set up by people in 
his constituency alone. 

Proposed Government legisla¬ 
tion would see cash from such 
accounts going to good causes. 

A second reading of the dor¬ 
mant account bill is due to be 
heard in the House of Commons. 

The bill is expected to be passed 
by the end of this year. 

A dormant account is when the 
bank or building society loses 
touch with the account holder for 
a period of three years. 

Mr Burstow said the figures for 
Sutton and Cheam were provided 
to him by Halifax and the Bank of 
Scotland. 

He said: “These figures show 
that in one bank alone, there is 
more than £20,000 of unclaimed 
deposits. 

“There must tens of thousands 
more sitting in the other High 
Street banks. 

“It could be worthwhile people 
taking a look through their bank 
books and papers, just in case they 
have a share of the money sitting 
in these dormant accounts.” 

Mr Burstow added: “With a new

MP talks of how the economy is 
a subsidiary of the environment

In an exclusive interview 
with the Sutton Guardian, 
shadow secretary for Envi¬ 
ronment, Food and rural af¬ 
fairs Peter Ainsworth talked 
about the the need to act now 
to tackle climate change. 

Speaking at the home of 
the Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Ken Andrew, 
the shadow minister spoke 
candidly about the environ¬ 
ment, but refused to answer 
the criticism that Conserva¬ 
tives should have started 
tackling climate change 
when they were in power. 

Mr Ainsworth, who was on 
the select committee for the 
environment in the early 90s, 
said: “At that time I was more 
concerned with the natural 
environment. I gave my 
maiden speech in parliament 
on the environment in 1992 
and I have stuck to this agen¬ 
da because I believe in it.” 

He added: “The environ¬ 
ment and climate change is 
too big an issue to make 
party political. The impact is 
all around us. There is evi¬ 
dence of the melting ice caps, 
not in Carshalton, but not far 
away on the south coast. I do 
not want to wait for a disas¬ 
ter to happen in order to act. 
We still have time.” 

When questioned about the 
conflict between big business 
and the environment, Mr 
Ainsworth replied: “It is not 
as if the environment is in

one corner and business in 
the other. The economy is a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of 
the environment. 

There are worries about 
climate change and the econ¬ 
omy - they are both interre¬ 


lated problems.” 

Mr Ainsworth was critical 
of the lack of joined-up 
thinking in the current gov¬ 
ernment on tackling climate 
change. He said: “Hilary 
Benn, however passionate he 


is about the environment, is 
in a Government which in¬ 
sists on building new run¬ 
ways, knowing full-well 
that aviation is the fastest 
growing contributor to cli¬ 
mate change. And Defra (De¬ 


partment for agriculture, 
food and rural affairs) is 
telling China to stop building 
coal fired power stations, 
when they are making 
things for us. There is a real 
lack of coherence.” 


Business talks look 
at eco-efficiencies 


Going green has nothing to do 
with corporate social respon¬ 
sibility, it is good business 
sense. 

That was the key message 
from Peter Pledger, chief exec¬ 
utive of South London 
Business leaders from the 
exclusive Celsius Club, gath¬ 
ered at the Brit Oval on Mon¬ 
day for the first major 
eco-business event. 

Mr Pledger was speaking to 
a half-empty hall as senior ex¬ 
ecutives, who had paid £35 a 
head to attend, had gone in to 
their offices to deal with the 
fall-out of the financial melt¬ 
down of black Monday 
Andrew Jenkins, business 


director in BT’s Workstyle 
team, outlined the massive 
savings to be gained by flexi¬ 
ble working. 

He said it reduced the need 
for office space by 30 per cent 
and in BT it reduced paper 
usage by 80 per cent. 

Flexible working will also 
increase efficiency by up to 20 
per cent and reduce CO 2 emis¬ 
sions. 

Sean Duggan, group editor 
for Newsquest in south-west 
London invited businesses to 
contact him to discuss how 
they can work together on 
next year’s Green Guardian 
campaign and help drive for¬ 
ward change in the region. 


Borough's zero net-energy 
home idea exported to US 


Developers from Seattle USA, 
have taken inspiration from 
Wallington’s BedZed in de¬ 
signing a new Z-homes 
scheme.

More than 1,000 Cheam resi¬ 
dents have signed a petition 
demanding that police officers 
move closer to the community 
they serve. 

The force is now intensifying 
the search for a patrol base 
after previous plans were 
dropped because of a dispute 
with English Heritage. 

There are 19 safer neighbour¬ 
hood teams (SNTs) stationed 
across the borough, but Cheam 
is the only area lacking a dedi¬ 
cated headquarters. 

After two years, plans to 
convert the art deco-style 
Cheam Lodge were abandoned 
when undisclosed restoration 
costs emerged in May. 

Last Thursday, police and 
Sutton Council were urged to 
put forward a new solution as 
the petition was discussed by 
ward councillors. 

Tory Councillor Graham 
Whitham, chairman of the 
South Sutton, Cheam and Bel¬ 
mont local committee, said: 
“Local Conservatives are 
working hard with residents 
for a dedicated police base in 
Cheam, individual to the 
area’s needs and priorities. 
Other areas have them, why 
can’t Cheam? 

“It will send out a clear mes¬ 
sage that we, as local people, 


want the police to operate at 
the grassroots to tackle the 
menace of crime and antiso¬ 
cial behaviour. 

“Unfortunately, plans for the 
use of Cheam Lodge fell 
through earlier this year but 
we are undeterred. The Lib 
Dem council must deliver on 
this - local people want it and 
Cheam deserves better.” 

The committee recommend¬ 


ed executive members to ap¬ 
prove the request for a neigh¬ 
bourhood patrol base. 

A Sutton police spokesman 
said: “We are working closely 
with the Met’s property ser¬ 
vices department to identify a 
suitable SNT patrol base for 
the Cheam and Stonecot 
SNTs.”

Watchdog finds borough 
PCTs are in good health 


Urgent and emergency care services in 
Sutton and Merton are performing well, 
compared with Primary Care Trusts (PCT) 
across the country, but room for improve¬ 
ment still remains according to a health 
watchdog. 

The Healthcare Commission assessed 
Sutton and Merton PCT as “better per¬ 
forming” - the second highest rating of 
four grades, which puts it in the top 60 per 
cent of scores nationwide. 

The commission found the PCT had top 
ratings for the number of face-to-face out- 
of-hours GP assessments started within

two hours of arrival at A&E or urgent care 
centre and was on target for the number of 
patients dealt with within four hours. 

Ambulance response times were on tar¬ 
get, as were the systems in place to protect 
vulnerable children and adults. 

However, the PCT scored a badly on how 
effectively its services worked together 
and on a future strategy for its services as 
well as on patient/public involvement in 
decisions about services. 


It was handed a below target rating for 
the percentage of patients transported to 
A&E by ambulance, where the turnaround 
takes 15 minutes. 

Sutton and Merton PCT executive direc¬ 
tor Stephen Evans said: “It’s very encour¬ 
aging that Sutton and Merton PCT is in 
one of the top categories for urgent and 
emergency care available to patients in our 
area. 

“I’d like to thank all the health workers 
whose dedication and skill helped achieve 
this rating. 

“Sutton and Merton PCT will continue to 
work with those providing acute, urgent 
and emergency services, with the aim to 
improve services further and to ensure 
that residents have access to the best and 
most timely care.” 

The report was set against a national 
backdrop of rising A&E and urgent care 
visits. 

It found services nationwide had im¬ 
proved in some areas but gaps still re¬ 
mained in others, such as management 
and transition between services. 

Commission chief executive Anna Walk¬ 
er called for more to be done to get the ser¬ 
vices working together so that the “right 
care is provided at the right time and in the 
right way”.

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History of Ashtead 

There has been settlement in Ashtead since at least Roman times, 
with a Roman villa excavated in what is now Ashtead common. 
Ashtead is frequently misspelt, examples being "Ashsted" and 
"Ashstead". Until 1967, Ashtead Railway Station had both "Ashtead" 
and "Ashstead" displayed on station name plates hanging on 
opposite platforms. 

Locals commonly refer to three areas of Ashtead: The Village (The 
Village Centre, around The Street); Lower Ashtead; and The 
Common.There is also Ashtead Park, Ashtead Heath and Ashtead 
Downs. The village is the oldest part of Ashtead and has the main 
shopping and social area of the village. The Ashtead Pottery in the 
village had a short life, being in business for just 12 years from 1923 
until 1935. 

The factory was in the village. It was set up with the aim of providing 
employment for disabled ex-servicemen, mainly from the Great War 
of 1914-18. The Village incorporates many of the larger detached 
houses, and is where St Giles' Church is situated. 

There are still sufficient shops to serve the local needs and Ashtead 
is self contained in respect of doctors, dentists and community help 
including a health clinic and library. Ashtead is an old village. It has 
certainly been inhabited since at least the Iron Age.

Under-fives could catch po¬ 
tentially fatal diseases if 
they make pets out of 
hedgehogs, hamsters, 
chicks, lizards and turtles, 
top children’s doctors have 
said. 

In a new report about 
dangers from exotic ani¬ 
mals, the doctors say the 
creatures can carry dan¬ 
gerous and sometimes po¬ 
tentially deadly germs. 

Children under five are 
particularly at risk, the re¬ 
port by the American 
Academy of Paediatrics 
says, because exotic pets 
may be more prone to bite, 
scratch or claw - and 
young children are vulner¬ 
able because of developing 
immune systems, and be¬ 
cause they often put their 


hands in their mouths. 

The report also says 
young children should 
avoid contact with these 
animals in petting zoos or 
other public places. 

That may be a realistic 
suggestion for turtles, 
lizards and even hedge¬ 
hogs - but getting the 
under-fives not to pet ham¬ 
sters could be a little more 
difficult in some house¬ 
holds.

TALKS: 
Simon Yates, 
Epsom 
Playhouse 


Simon Yates, one half of the 
mountain-climbing duo made 
famous by the BAFTA-award 
winning film Touching The 
Void, talks to Will Gore 
about his new show, his 
climbing career, and cutting 
his partner’s rope. 

WG: What is new show 
Beyond The Void about? 

SY: It is about my life as a 
mountain climber - my high¬ 
lights and lowlights. I will 
talk about the Siula Grande 
climb (featured in Touching 
The Void) and put it in the 
context of my career. The 
show will also feature unique 
images of places that have 
not been climbed or even vis¬ 
ited by humans before - sites 
I am pretty sure most of the 
audience will never get to see. 

WG: Are you happy to 
still be talking about 
Touching The Void? 

SY: I am happy to move on 
from it, it’s a bit like Geoff 
Hurst talking about his three 
goals again and again. To me 
it is another climb among 
many but it was the one 
where things went wrong and 
it is the only mountain epic I 
have been involved in. But I 
have been on harder climbs 
and done things I am prouder 
of. I recently went 
moutaineering in Tierra Del 
Fuego, a place that is 
extremely remote, with no 
decent maps. 

WG: You received criti¬ 
cism for cutting your part¬ 
ner Joe Simpson’s rope... 

SY: At the time, the critics 
from the climbing communi¬ 
ty did not know the full story 
but, once they did, there was 
no problem. It was Joe’s 
mistake and I was trying to

get him off the mountain. I 
haven’t had a problem getting 
a climbing partner since so I 
suppose that speaks volumes. 

WG: How do you cope with 
the dangers of climbing? 

SY: I have had near misses 
and harrowing experiences. It 
is an intense thing to do and 
most of the time it’s positive. 
Joe and I were both lucky as 
the worst-case scenario is that 
sometimes people do not walk 
away, that is the sad side of 


climbing. There are risks due 
to the nature of the 
environment but part of it is 
about minimising risk by good 
technique and decision-mak¬ 
ing in extreme situations. 

WG: Have the dangers 
ever caused you to think 
twice about being a 
climber? 

SY: There was a spell in my 
late 20s when I thought, why 
am I doing this? But you recog¬ 
nise the positives and the 


price is being cold and uncom¬ 
fortable. 

WG: How do your family 
cope when you go away? 

SY: My family is good - my 
wife has a climbing back¬ 
ground so she understands but 
my children, who are two-and- 
a-half and four-and-a-half, find 
it harder when I go away. 

WG: Have injuries taken 
their toll? 

SY: Luckily, I’ve never had 


major injuries and my body is 
fine. Mountain climbing does 
not happen at speed, you can 
take it at a pace you can man¬ 
age. I have got slower but the 
experience gained helps a 
great deal -1 am more effi¬ 
cient and make less mistakes.

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : FORD FIESTA 1.6 TDCI 


Economy class 


The 1.6 TDCi engine 
is asked to fulfil 
divergent roles in the 
latest Ford Fiesta but 
is it up the challenge? 
Steve Walker reports 

The key strength of the 1.6-litre 
TDCi diesel engine in Ford’s Fiesta 
is its fuel economy with 67mpg possi¬ 
ble in the standard car and 76mpg in 
the ECOnetic version. The rest of 
the Fiesta package is outstanding 
with an involving driving experi¬ 
ence and striking looks. 

No other model classification 
pitches itself more directly into the 
car market’s mainstream and in 
order to succeed, a wide range of en¬ 
gines and trim levels is an absolute 
must. Ford’s Fiesta fits the bill with 


a diverse line-up of trim levels. 
What’s unusual is that the 1.6-litre 
TDCi diesel engine is offered with all 
of them. 

This diesel engine looks to have its 
work cut out. Successfully providing 
the power while also doing the busi¬ 
ness in its sportiest and most luxuri¬ 
ous guises seems an impossible 
mission but Ford’s engineers obvi¬ 
ously think it’s up to the task. 

We’re concentrating on Ford’s 1.6- 
litre TDCi Duratorq common-rail 
diesel engine here. It develops 89bhp 
at 4,000rpm and 204Nm maximum 
torque at l,750rpm. Performance 
isn’t blistering with 11.9 seconds 
needed to cover the 0-62mph sprint 
and the car topping out at 109mph. 
What you do get is relatively strong 
mid-range pulling power where the 
engine’s torque is on song. 

The latest Fiesta is such a slick 
piece of engineering that it masks 
the deficiency in pace with poise and 
fluency on the road. The suspension 
absorbs bumps expertly and the 


firmer set-up in the Zetec-S model 
makes for a really lively drive. 

All Fiestas share Ford’s ‘Kinetic’ 
design. Themes as seen on the Mon- 
deo, S-MAX, Focus and others are 
put to work again but the signature 
features seem to gain cohesion in 
closer proximity on a smaller car. 
The sporty Zetec-S tags on a substan¬ 
tial rear spoiler, a body kit and 16” 
alloy wheels while the Titanium 
adds chrome detailing for the exteri¬ 
or and some classier trim materials 
inside. The economical ECOnetic 
has its own look with lowered sus¬ 
pension and aerodynamic tweaks. 


The wedge-effect of the Fiesta in 
profile doesn’t bode well for the rear 
seat passengers in the three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent 
legroom and headroom that’s man¬ 
ageable even for a six-footer. 

The five door models fair better 
with a bigger glass area creating a 
roomier feel. 

The 89bhp 1.6 TDCi Fiestas present 
a wide array of choice, the engine 
being offered in economical ECOnet¬ 
ic guise as well as with Zetec, Zetec-S 
or plush Titanium trim. The Zetec-S 
models miss out on the heated wind¬ 
screen but add bigger alloys, sports 


suspension and a more aggressive body 
kit. Pick a Titanium and there’s a gen¬ 
erally more luxurious feel with climate 
control, cruise control, automatic head¬ 
lamps and automatic wipers while the 
ECOnetic simply concentrates on max¬ 
imising fuel economy and wider costs 
through a number of clever modifica¬ 
tions.

“I had a bad warm-up and 
didn’t clear the bar once so I 
changed to a stiffer pole for the 
competition and it just took a 
while to get used to it. 


“When I failed twice at 3.80 I 
thought that was it, but I told 
myself that I could do it and 
then to go on and clear 4.05 at 
the first attempt was amaz¬ 
ing.” 

And proud dad Steve 
conceded he, too, was over¬ 
come with emotion on discov¬ 
ering the news his daughter 
had been crowned champion. 

“I was in tears on the phone 
when the team officials called 
to tell me the news,” he added. 

“It is just fantastic.”
